Social revolution of some 
sort will occur in all countries, but it will 
not be the work of Russia. Mr. Carroll takes 
a realistic view of the country, its aims, hopes 
and achievements, and tells of the people's 
adjustment to the war as he saw it in 1941 
and of the Soviet courage and skill on the 
battlefront. The author’s attitude will help 
the doubtful to see Russia as a partner and 
not a problem.

Introduction

E. Ayer Collection in the New- 

} berry Library at Chicago was a 
two-volume set of Prescott’s Conquest of 
México. During the Civil War Mr. Ayer, 
who had enlisted in the Union Army in 
California, was sent to Arizona to fight 
Indians under Kit Carson. For a time his 
company was stationed in an old aban- 
doned mine, and in rummaging about the 
mine between brushes with the Indians 
he found a copy of Prescott’s classic his- 
tory. When he was mustered out after 
Appomattox, he returned to the Illinois 
village where he had lived before the war 
and reopened a general store that he had 
left to go to California. One day he saw 
the two volumes of Prescott in a book- 
store window in Chicago. The turnover of 
his store was very small and he had to 
buy the two books one at a time. Later he 
became wealthy and had the Prescott 
bound in specially tooled leather by 
Zehndorf of London at a cost that was 
greater than had been the value of his 
little store at Harvard, Illinois. 

As Prescott was the cornerstone of Mr. 
Ayer’s library, so for a half century his 
Conquest of México and companion vol- 
ume on Pert largely comprised the 
American people’s reading on Latin 
America. A few travel books like Squier’s 
works on Middle America, Herndon and 
Gibbon’s Voyage down the Amazon—a 
public document, incidentally—and Mme. 
Calderén de la Barca’s recollections of 
México shared the attention of American 
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readers. The generation that grew up 
after the Spanish-American War read 
avidly a crop of new books on the Carib- 
bean countries. For our adventures in 
Cuba, Panama, Hispaniola, the Central 
American republics, and México brought 
home to the American people the impor- 
tance of that area to their national wel- 
fare and opened up to them a new and 
picturesque field for their imagination and 
their travels. 

Above all, Americans became interested 
in México. Many of them were in business 
there, at least during the Diaz regime. 
The disorders which followed the begin- 
ning of the Mexican Revolution had 
serious repercussions in the field of Mexi- 
can-American relations. As the period 
of violence came to an end and the social 
benefits of the new order became more 
apparent, liberals in the United States be- 
gan to study the developments in Méxi- 
co with much sympathy and understand- 
ing. With the construction of good roads 
and the establishment of better facilities 
for tourists, there began a steady flow of 
travel into México. One result of all these 
circumstances has been the writing of 
many books about México. In fact, it 
is doubtful if Americans have written 
so many books about any other foreign 
country in our time. 

In the past ten years or so the people 
of the United States have developed a 
much wider and deeper interest in the 
other republics of the hemisphere. Librar- 
ians have, of course, long since observed 
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this new concern and have done much to 
stimulate intelligent reading about Latin 
America, and the writers and publishers 
have done their share in meeting this 
need. The bibliographical gaps are grad- 
ually being filled, though reliable and 
readable books are still lacking on some 
of the more important or more interesting 
countries, like Peri and Ecuador and 
Paraguay. 

Today anyone who wishes to read about 
almost any part or phase of Latin America 
or of its life has a rich bounty of books 
from which to choose, whether his interest
